For Canadians to Consider | 


The national debt of Chane 


now reached a figure of approximately 
$3,000,000,000, This is the gross debt. 
The net debt, that is after deduction 
of assets has been made, is now 
around $2,000,000,000. It must be 
borne in mind, however, that many 
items included in the statement of as- 
sets are not such in the recognized 
commercial meaning of the term; in 
fact, no inconsiderable portion of 
what are termed assets are, for the 
time being at least, more in the nat- 
ure of liabilities, For examp!e, Can- 
ada has some hundreds of millions of 
dollars invested in the National Rail- 
ways, and the latter are regarded as 
an asset, but as a matter of fact and 
common knowledge these railways 
are not earning operating expenses, 
not to mention, interest on the cap- 
ital invested in them, ‘Consequently, 
in casting up the national _ balance 
sheet, the people must be taxed to 
meet both operating deficits and the 
whole interest outlay on the money in- 
vested in, and the stocks, bonds and 
debentures outstanding against these 
railways. 

For the current year it is estimated 
that no less a sum than $350,000,000 
will be required to meet ordinary ex- 
penditures, and a further substantial 
addition must be made to the nation- 
al debt to-cover certain capital expen- 
ditures’to which the country is al- 
ready committed and which cannot be 
avoided. . 

Of this $350,000,000, about $125,000,- 
000 will be eaten up as interest on the 
public debt. In the neighborhood of 
$50,000,000 will be required to cover. 
operating deficits and interest pay- 
ments on account of the fiational rail- 


has 


ways. Thus these two items ae 
will dispose of one-half of the entire 
revenue, 


Out of the remaining $175,000,000 
some tens of millions must be paid 
out in pensions, vocational training 
for soldicrs, hospital accommodation 
and treatment for soldiers, and in var- 
ious forms of soldiers’ civil re-estab- 
lishment work. Some millions are to 


be spent in grants on a population , 


basis to the provinces for highway 
construction; a,few millions will be 
tused to meet the deficit in the opera- 
tion of the post office department; 
and all the expenses of government, 
including the Civil Service, adminis- 
tration of justice, militia and police 
establishment, subsidies to the provin- 
ces, and all the mutiplicity of services 
devolving upon the Federal Govern- 
ment must be met. 


The people of Canada, who are the 
taxpayers, and who must bear the bur- 
den of providing the money to meet 
all these obligations, must seriously 
consider the national situation, and es- 
pecially so at times when they may 
be inclined to urge additional expen- 
ditures of one kind or another for 
very laudable and even necessary pur- 
poses. Canada must, however, curtail

its expenditures to’a point where they 
can be covered by the revenue, This 


country cannot continue living an bor- 


rowed money and by going still -deep- 
er into debt, There must be national 
as well as individual retrenchment. 
Instead of getting deeper into debt, 
jthe time approaches when we must 
agrec to still heavier taxation in order 
to begin the process of liquidating the 
national debt, as it is now being done 
in Great Britain, 

There is nothing in the national sit- 
uation, however, to despair over or 
become pessimistic abut. 
the resources and the energy and the 
ability to meet all its obligations, pro- 
ceed with its development, and add to 
the wealth, prosperity and happiness 
of its people. But it cannot be ac- 
complished by continual criticism, by 
seeking to tear down existing institu- 
tions in order to apply a lot of un- 
baked theories and untested methods 
The world, Canada included, has had 
enough of destruction within the past 
‘five or six years. What is now neces- 
{sary is constructive enterprise, and 
i can only be brought about by 
Es dire force of necessity will com- 
pe us to do these things, and the lon- 


work, and by people generally realiz- 
\ser the delay. before doing what we 


ing that it is impossible to get some- 
thing for nothing; that, on the con- 
trary, the present tendency of most 
people to be slackers at their job, to 
insist upon double the wages formerly 
received in return for about half as 
much labor and effort on their part, 
must be abandoned. 


Hard work is in sight for most of 
us. If we do not make up our minds 
to undertake such work now, buckle 
down to_our jobs, and produce to the 
maximuin of our powers in whatever 
occupation we may be engaged, at the 
same. time cutting out luxuries, and 
saving tlie last possible dollar.—well, 
we are but slightly delaying the time

Demand for Men Better 


34,440 Workers Were Placed During 
Month of March 

The employment -situation in Can- 

ada is improving, according to figures 


published in the Labor Gazette for 


April. The employment service con- 
nected with the department of labor 
placed altogether 34,400 people in em- 
ployment during the month of March 
and received 41,700 applications for 
employment. The department was 
notified of 38,200 vacancies, All these 
figures represent an increase over the 
previous month and the previous year 
There was a steady increase in em- 
ployment in all provinces except the 
prairies, where a decline was report- 
ed, 

There was less loss of time due to 
strikes in March, 22 strikes were re- 
ported, involving 3,789 people and re- 
presenting a loss of 43,169 working 
days. Sixteen strikes remained unset- 
tled at the end of the month, Reports 
were received from five conciliation 
boards and applications were received 
for five more, Two boards were ap- 
pointed in addition to these on appli- 
cation received previously.

Destruction of Locusts 


Of all the means employed in des- 
troving locusts none other can com- 
pare favorably with the poisoned 
baits, the utility of which has been 
proved beyond question. Their suc- 
cess, however, depends greatly upon 
careful application while failure can 
nearly always be traced to some fault 
in making or applying the baits. 
The Entomological Branch has just 
issued Circular No. 13 ‘* Locust Con- 
trol in the Prairie Provinces’’ by 
Norman Criddle. This will be sent 


free upon application to the Publi- e 


cations Branch of the Department 
‘of Agriculture, Attawa. It gives full 
information regarding preparation 
and application of baits. _It further 
states that the locusts, which last 
year did great damage in Western 
Canada, are the native kinds known 
respectively as the Lesser Migratory 
and the Pellucid Locusts These lo- 
custs pass through various stages 
and reach maturity about forty-five 
days after emerging from the ground 
in early May. During this time they 
continously feed on growing plants. 
On attaining the winged state the 
habits of the locusts undergo a 
change, they acquire flying and egg 
laying habits, still remaining vorac- 
ious feeders. By the end of June 
flights are a general occurence and 
extensive migrations may he observ- 
ed on warm sunny days.

| Germans Would Increase Army 


Want to be Allowed to Retain All 
Officers and Staff 

Paris.—Germany has asked the in- 
ter-allied conference at San Remo to 
increase from 100,000 to 200,000 men 
the standing army provided for Ger- 
many by the terms of the Treaty of 
Versailles. 

The request was contained in a note 
handed to the French foreign office 
last evening with the demand that it 
be sent to the supreme council at San 
Remo. : 

The note set forth that an increased 
forcé was necessary for the mainten- 
ance of order in the interior and that, 
fundamentally, the army. would not 
accept an order for its dissolution. 

The note further requests that Ger- 
many be allowed to retain the entire 
general staff and corps of officers, 
which means the entire framework of 
the active army. 

Two other notes were handed to 
the foreign office at the same time. 
One dealt with the disbandment of 
the civic guards, which has already 
been made ‘public, and the note con- 
tained a request that the reichswehr 
force in the neutral zone should be 
fixed according to the number of men 
instead of the number of units, and 
that Germany be allowed to have 11 
batteries of artillery instead of two in 
the neutral zone.

Strikers’ Meeting Is Broken Up 


Gathering Broke Up in Uproar After 
Leaders Had Been Howled 
Down 


Chicago.— John Grunau, leader of 
the outlaw Chicago yardmen’s asso- 
ciation, who was released from jail 
at Jolict, Is., after friends had de- 


posited $10,000, was expected to call 
a new meeting of striking switchmen 
to end the walkout, following the tum- 
ultous termination of a mass meeting, 
called by a committee of strike lead- 
ers to vote on returning to work. 

Declaring they had been “sold out” 
and hooting down attempts of strike 
leaders to appeal to them to end the 
walkout, several thousand strikers 
bolted a mass meeting when it was 
announced Grunau, who was to have 
presided, was still in jail. 

The gathering broke in an uproar, 
Tumult reigned inside and outside the 
hall for half an hour, but there was 
no violence and no arrests were made. 

Shannon Jones, R. S. Murphy, and 
M. J. Kenney, who called the meeting, 
urged the strikers to return to work 
and await action of the gilroad labor 
board on their Nechande for increased 
pay. 

“T hope that you can see that it 
won’t do any good to fight the gov- 
ernment,” Jones told the strikers. 
“You can fight the railroads, but not 
the United States, and you are fool- 
isn to try.”

Are Forging Ahead 
In Dairy Production 


Canada’s dairy product yielded ap- 
proximately $250,000,000 in 1919, Of 
this amount, about $65,000,000 was re-

Butter prices also established new re- 
cords, the average prices for all grades 
of crcamery delivered at Montreal, 
was 53% cents in 1919. While the 
production of cheese probably showed 
a slight decline, the past year can be 
credited with a record production of 
butter and condensed and powdered 
milk, 

Western Canada, especially the prai- 
rie provinces, is rapidly increasing its 
production of milk and butter. At 
present Ontario and Quebec easily 
j\lead the other provinces, but with a 
more general realization of the need 
for conserving soil fertility on the 
prairies, dairying will progress prodi- 
gously. 

Modern, co-operative dairying is 
less than fifty years old. Already it 
has played an outstanding part in giv- 
ing such countries as Denmark and 
New Zealand economic independence. 
It has been proved beyond peradven- 
ture that no other branch of farming 
surpasses it in maintaining and impro- 
ving soil fertility. However, it would 
be unreasonable to expect that prices 
can long continue at the present high 
levels. On the other hand, labor con- 
ditions should steadily improve and 
advances will be made in labor sav- 
ing devices. It seems reasonably cer- 
tain that dairying is destined to be an 
increasingly large economic factor in 
the future of Canada—aA. Donnell.

'' “Wire Fences to Protect Your Cattle 
During Storms 
Though electric storms reach their 
highest frequency during the heat of 
summer they often occur in the spring 
and fire losses caused by lightning 
are by no. means unknown in April 
and: May. 
Lightning reds have proved an al- 
.most absolute protection, Only in 
uwery rare instances have they becn 
known to fail, and even in these cases, 
the failure was probably due to de- 
fect in installation or to deterioration. 
Examine your lightning rod instal- 
lations for broken insulators, for 
-bends in the cable which allow con- 
-tact with the framework, or for cor- 
rosion where it enters the earth. The 
latter is an important point. The elec- 
tricity is carried into the ground by 
means of the cable, but, if it corrodes, 
and the ground connection is there- 
by broken, a fire is very liable to re- 
‘sult. See to it that the cable is sound 
and is deep enough in the ground to 
- -dlways be in damp earth. 
When biilding wire fences it is ad- 
_ visable to use ground wires about ev- 
ery five rods. Lightning is attracted 
. -by wire fencing and as, during a 
storm, animals will congregate near to 

_ fences, many of them are killed by 
contact with the wire. These ground 
wires may be of about No. 9 gauge 
wire, given one turn around each 
strand of the fence, and carried into 
the earth beside the fencepost.

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De-Horning i 
Adds to Value 


A New Zest Shown in Canadian Cat- 
tle Campaign 

A zest has entered into the cam- 
paign for de-horning Canadian cattle, 
The example of the most successful 
farmers is being copied by those quick 
to see the moncy-value of the idea, 

Probably a quarter of a million dol- 
lars a year are lost to farmers by the 
non-practice of a simple de-horning 
process, 

Live stock exchatiges in Winnipeg, 
Toronto and Montreal especially .en- 
courage de-horning. Practically all 
the American native cattle, with 
which Canadian farmers in the West 
have to compete, have the advantage 
of being thus treated’ They bring a 
larger return in dollars and cents. 

In a cireular by the Dominion gov 
ernment, farniers are told they will 
benefit briefly for the following reas 
ons: 1, Better appearance of the cat- 
tle; 2, Quieter, subdued nature, enab 
ling fattening at Iess cost; 3. More 
cattle can be shipped in one car by 
rail, saving freight cost. 

But it is when the animal is finally 
brought to slaughter that the value of 
de-horning is proved. Over 70,000 Ibs 
of meat a year are actually reported 
at inspected Canadian packing plants 
alone as wasted through bruiges in 
the flesh. Most of the bruises are 
caused by the animals horns while in 
transit from the farm to the market 
and the abattoir. 

That total represents the parts of 
meat utterly thrown away. There is 
a-farther and even greater loss. When 
a piece of meat is removed from quar- 
ter of beef because of a bruise, the 
rest of the quarter or part of it, has 
often to be sold at-a cent and one-half 
or two cents a pound less—not be- 
cause the meat is poor, but because 
that part of it has lost in appearance 
and sale value, Probably oné in ev- 
ery five cattle bought on Canadian 
stock yards suffers from injury which 
could be prevented were de-horning 
commonly prattised. The packers’ 
buyer necessarily takes the loss into 
account and the farmer who sells the 
cattle takes the risk and a lower price. 

A united effort is now being made 
by the Dominion and Provincial De- 
partments of Agriculture, the live 
stock exchanges throughout Canada, 
and the meat packers collectively to 
get a better knowledge diffused am- 
ong Canadian farmers of the real im- 
portance of de-horning. 


B. C. May Have Iron Industry

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Wheat Growing On 
Western Prairies 


Wheat is Canada’s most important 
crop. It covers 36 percent of the land 
in crops and forms 25 percent of the 


value of all crops. The centres of 


production are in the plains provinces 


and the peninsular of Ontario, the for- 
mer being by far the most important. 
Saskatchewan alone has more than 
one-half of the wheat acreage of the 
Dominion and ranks highest in the 
value of wheat relative to that of all 
crops. Manitoba and Alberta togeth- 
er, have more than three-fourths _ of 
the balance. 

The Canadian crop is mainly spring- 
sown, but winter wheat is found in 
Ontario and Alberta, and a small acre- 
age in Manitoba. In Ontario the hea- 
vy snows and lack of extreme temper- 
atures favor winter wheat. High rain- 
fall (30 to 40 inches), and humidity 
produce also a soft wheat. Southern 
Alberta, owing in part to the warming 
influence of Chinook winds, has a 
shorter and milder winter than the 
other western provinces. Owing to 
the dry climate the wheat is very hard. 
(The small amount of winter wheat 
grown in Manitoba is produced in the 
wooded parts of the north, chiefly in 
the Swan River Valley.. Owing to the 
semi-humid conditions this wheat “is 
‘piebald’ or at best semi-hard.) The 
great wheat belt of Western Canada 
is limited on the north by a short 
growing season and low summer tem- 
perature, and on the southwest by in- 
sufficient rainfall. . 

The small population of Canada 
does not require the entire supply of 
wheat produced. On the average over 
one-half of the crop is exported and 
the exportable supply is increasing 
annually. At the same time, Canada 
has the highest per capita consump- 
tion of wheat in the world (16 bushels 
including wheat used for seed).” 

The wheat crop of Western Canada 
is at present largely confined to the 
open plains region of the prairie 
provinces. This area has been found 
cheaper to “break” and being less li- 
able to early fall frosts has been the 
first to be developed for wheat grow- 
ing. It will be noticed that over 95 
percent of the crop in the prairie pro- 
vinces is spring wheat. In southern 


; Coolies for The West 


Oriental Solution of Labor Problem 
Still Being Considered 

The proposal which it. is understood 
has been made to the Ottawa govern- 
ment to bring Chinese coolies to west- 
ern Canada to carry on railway con- 
struction and similar work, under an 
arrangement similar to that which 
was employed on the western front 
during the war, is engaging the atten- 
tion of various boards of trade and 
others, : ;

Alberta rather more than ten percent 
of the crop is winter wheat. In nor- 
thern Manitoba a very small acreage 
of winter wheat is grown around 
Swan River, 

In all the prairie areas the wheat 
is very hard and of high quality when 
satisfactorily matured. This applies 
to both the spring and winter types. 
The spring wheat grown in the park 
belt is likely to be piebald or semi- 
hard, and the winter wheat at present 
grown in the Swan River Vallcy is 
of similar texture. 

The soil conditions that_in general 
meet these requirements are the fal- 
low, “breaking” and corn ground or 
land having produced some other hoed 
crop. Fall plowing and stubble land 
are, however, frequently sown to 
wheat. Under the rotations followed 
at present, the wheat acreage is chief- 
ly composed of fallow and fall plow- 
ing. Each of these methods of pre- 
parations have some disadvantages 
and some advantages under different 
conditions of soil and climate, These 
may be briefly stated as follows: 

The fallow is the name applied to 
land that has lain idle for a year, no 
growth of crop or weeds having been 
permitted, and the soil tilled in sy1ch 
a manner as to store and conseri@the 
moisture. The chief advantages of the 
fallow are in (1) its at least partial 
insurance against drought (2), the de- 
velopment ~of available plant food in 
the soil (3) the destruction of weeds 
and weed seeds (4) it is (on most 
soils) ready~to sow as soon as spring 
opens up and (5) it permits of a bet- 
ter distribution of farm worl. 

The disadvantages of the fallow are 
many: (1) it results in the loss of the 
use of the land for.a year (2) the soil 
tends to drift as the result of too fine 
and loose a-surface (3) ‘on heavy soils 
the fallow unduly delays ripening (4) 
in ‘wet seasons, ‘particularly on héavy 
soils, the crop\is made more subject 
to serious rust damage, or. it may 
lodge (5) the necessary tillage of the 
fallow usually costs more than the til- 
lage of land cropped every year and 
(6) fallowing causes a serious loss of 
organic matter and nitrogen from the 
soil.—.
